Washington, Feb. 3.— Responding to 
a resolution of inquiry the secretary of 
waT has sent to the senate Gen. Otis' re- 
port on the healtli conditions at lilanila. 
The report is dateil yesterday and was 
made by cable. It is as follows: Deaths 
among troops in Philippines since arrival 
to February Ist, seven months, 220, of 
which -11 were due to wounds and acci- 
dents. Of the remaining 179, 05 died of 
typhoid, -la of smallpox, 22 of dysentery, 
and 8 of malarial fever. The remaining 
deaths were due to many various dis- 
eases. Smallpox causes' apprehension. 
The entire command has been vaccinated 
several times. Twelve physicians have 
been engaged for several weeks vaccin- 
ating the natives. The most sickiiess is 
during the hot months, llarcli, .A.piril and 
^lay, when fevers, smallpox and dypen- 
tory are more prevalent. Nine ollieers of 
the command are now rejwrted sick. A 
great majority of the cases are slight 
ailmentS; 

Hongkong, Feb. The Filipino junta 
here has issued the following statement: 
Simultaneously with the proclamation 
f the republic -Vguinahlo releasinl the 
Spanish prisoners as an act of grace. 

'The Spanish inii>osition of the poll tax

TELEGRAPHY IN AVAR. 

British Cavalrymen for the Future to Bo 
Experts With tho Wires. 

Loudon, Feb. 3. — The Kugliah war de- 
partment has inaugurated a meiisure of 
considerable importance. It is provided 
that ill future every cavalry regiment 
shiill comprise ii certain nnmber of 
trained telegraphers, and imismnch as 
increased pay and brighter prospects of 
proiuotioa are to be accorded troops and 
ncn-comniissioned otBcers who have 
mastered the science of telegraphy, the 
result will be tliat in course of time 
nearly every cavalryman will know how 
t.) telegraph. In modem warfare, cav- 
alry is used almost exclusively for rccon- 
iieissance, and the idea is that each 
trooper will ho sulllciently expert not only 
to be enabled to tap the wires with a 
view to obtaining valuable information 
regarding the enemy, but able to send 
import ant news which may be secured. 
It is known that both Germany and 
llnssia keep large bodies of cavalry on 
either side of their long frontier with the 
nmiii piiriiose of cutting and tupping the 
eiiemv's telegraph wires just across the 
boundary line for the purpose of inter- 
fering with the mobilizing in ease of the 
outbreak of war. It will bo seen, there- 
fore, that knowledge of telegraphy is in- 
dispensable to the ciivalrymau of tho 
future, and in view of this fact the new 
rule inaugurated by the war department 
excites 'tinlversal~approval.:V- .

The Montreal Star contains a despatch I 
from Quebec, which says: I 
When the Archbishop ot Montreal went 
to Itome In ISUT he was granted 1..1 audi- 
ence with I'ope beo, who eniiulreil us to 
the stale of tlie church In the province of 
(Jncbee. Mgr. Jirnchesl answered that the 
faithful were thoroughly submissive, but 
that the provincial government were about 
to put before the legislature an educa- 
tional bin the tenor of which was subver- 
sive to the itoman Catholic priuclples.

Sir Adolphe called for his prime minister, 
Hon. .Mr. .Marchaiid, and showed hlin the 
despaleli. 

The I'reinier was surprised at the man- 
ner In which .Mgr. Itruehcsl must have been 
reporting to Itomo the govcruiiii'iit's policy. 
The bin .of public lustniellou was then 
In the hands of the proposer and seconder 
of the address, as the legislature had been 
summoned to meet In a few days. Move- 
over, the bill had been advertised, so to 
speak. In all the government newspapei-s, 
and could not very well be wiilulrawn 

Under such c'lrcumstunces the prime min- 
ister boldly stated to Sir Adolphi' that be- 
fore dropping the measure the cabinet 
should resign. The rdenteiuiut-Goveriior, 
whose liitlueiiee In Home had always been 
preponderant, luiuu'dlately wired to Ram- 
polla that It was Impossible to withdraw 
the bill and that he was writing at once 
and giving the reason of the government. 
The Cardinal answered that the l'o])e had 
not, ordered the withdrawal of the measure. 
However, s SI r. Adolphe wrote oii ,tho t sa m e 
day, OB', promised, a ; very , long- letter, in 
which he strennously took the defence of 
Ills government's proposed law, which he 
contended. Instead of being del rlineutal 
to (.'atholle education was very favorable, 
as it alTorded to tlie clerical aulhoritles the 
asslsdinee of the state. He also eiilo'^'lzcd 
the ministers' g.md dlsiiosltloii towards the 
clnireh, 

Sir Adolphe also wrote to Moiislgiior 
Merry del Viil, the ex-papal dele^'iite to 
("aniiila. and assuri'd him that the proposed 
education bill was 'within the line of the 
Catholic dogma. lie Included lu his letler 
a copy of that which he had written to 
Cardinal Haiupolla. 

In the meahtlme, Mr. Marchaiid. who 
had .seen himself on the verge of resigna- 
tlori; thought be would at least say some- 
thing to the Archbishop of Montreal. He 
accordingly wrote to the. latter, a two- 
paged typewritten docniiient In wh'^ili he 
humbly expressed his surprise at tli;> pre- 
late's conduct lu the Vatican. 11 ■ (.Mr. 
Marchaiid) had permitted himself, s Id he, 
to believe that over sixty .years i-f sub- 
mission and devontnesB to tlie chii.'.'li en- 
titled him to the full confidence ..f his 
superiors. .Unfortunately, he had b.- n mis- 
taken. He '-was -astonished that a 1 ar. h 
bishop would Inform the Pope on a public 
measure without the official documents. 
In fact, all ihat his Crace could rely upon 
were reports of <'onsenatlve iiewsiiapers. 
the authors of which were perfect strangers 
to the bill Itself.

JAI'ANESB IMMIGRATION. 

The News- Advertiser deals with the 
.Tapaneso immigration qnostioiL at some 
length. l)Ut the only value possca.-^ed by 
the article is derived from the fact that 
the A'ancouver paper is the esponent of 
the views lield, or 'at least professed, by 
the Jliuister of Fifinnco in the Snnlin 
government. Our contemporary ilis- 
cussos the eCCect of Japanese competition 
in' the labor market of the. province, and 
does not at ail overstate tiie case, but 
it seems to lose sight of the very import- 
ant fact that the question is a larger 
one than this. There is not much to 
choose, so for a-s the man who -works 
for wages is concerned, between , niea 
from Japaa nnd^mcnjrroni Hnn^ I'o 
Iniid or other 'edunWek 'diP^ Continental 
Europe. The latter have driven tboiis 
anils of Anglo-Saxiin wo'rUingnien out 
of employment in the United States, and 
from almost every point oC vlc-w are in- 
ferior to^ the Japanese. The worlcingnion 
of British: ■'Columbin, if they had to 
choose between Japanese^ an the one hand 
and lluns, Finns, Polca, and the off 
scouring of Europe- on" the other -TA-cidd 
certainly prefer the forraori There seems 
to be a necessity for n certain jjroportion 
of cheap labor in every connnunity, and 
it it is not supplied from one smirce it 
will be from another. This is a class of 
work which the ordinary Anglo-Saxon 
will not do, and we do not know that hi 
is to be blamed, The fact cannot be <lis 
guised that tlio An.glo-Saxon is a higher 
type of man than snnie other races, and 
ho will not descend to certain grades of 
labor, if he can by any possibility avoir 
it. ' On the other hand, there are many 
i nces wliieh seize with avidity upon any 
kind of employment, no matter how 
menial. 

It must be admitted, however, that 
these observations do not cover the ease 
of .Tapanese competition in Isritisb Co- 
lund)ia, that is they do not. fnlly cover it 
for the .Japanese are entering into field 
(if industry, which the Anglo-Saxons 
would be glad to occupy; but it is vor; 
difflcult to see how thi-s can bo prevented 
If British Oolmnbia was nn indepemleiit 
country, it could legislate as its people 
saw lit; but even in that case, thoy could 
not afford to omit to tako account of the 
new relation in which Japan stands to 
Occidental eivilizntion. Now it ts -neces- 
sary to take into account not only tin 
but the political relationship lietwccu the 
Brithsh Empire and that of .Tapan, and 
the result is a very cproplioated sitwation 
the outcome of which cannot readily be 
seen. The Kews-Adverliser does not pre 
tend to see its way any more clearly than 
the Colonist, the dilTerence bel-woon the 
tv,-o papers consisting in tljB fact that 
the Colonist has the frankness to ac 
knowledge the nature of the dinicnlty 
while its contemi>oraiy talks around it.

THE 'WATEB FAillNE. 

Trouble Caused by the Intake Of, tlic 
Twelve-Inch Main Being Blocked! . 

The city water mains were not frozen ^ 
as reported on Thursday night, that be- 
ing impossible with the water llowing 
through Ihcni. The trouble which de- 
prived portions of the city of a supply 
of water during that night and early 
yesterday morning, occurred at Beaver 
iake, the" intake of the twelve-inch main 
having been clogged with ice. The other 
main was not interfered with. Shortly 
before 11 o'clock on Tliursilay night Mr. 
lyolniian, the caretaker, went over the 
works and apparently everything was 
all right. Three hours later, however, 
no water could bt» drawn in the build- 
ings connected with the twelve-inch main 
and the caretaker was communicated 
with l)y toleiihune. Going out he found 
a coating of ice on the lake and the in- 
take, which is covered with a grating, 
blocked witli ice. Sunill pieces of ice 
liad fallen in between the bars and when 
the water had thus; been •.prevented • from 
running, a solid cake of ice formed over 
the intake. It took some time. to cut 
this away and it, was close on noon yes- 
terday before the pipes had filled suf- 
(icient to provide a supply of water and 
it was sevoral' hours- later before the 
nornuil pressure had boeri reached. 

A.s previously statcvl. the lake was 
tree of ice at 11 o'clock Thursday night. 
Yesterday morning the ice on the lake 
was two inches thick, the thermometer 
during the early -hours of the nu)rning 
having reatKed' a' very low point. The 
weather in' fact was the coldest experi- 
enced in "Victoria for .several years. All 
the smaller lakes and ponds in llio vicin- 
ity are frozen over and good skating is 
being enjoyed. Special trains were run 
to Colwood, where the best skating is to 
be generally had and they will also bo 
run to-ilay and •'to-morrow if the ice 
continues good. ' '

THE TKLFI'IIO-NK IN LONDON. 

Sevenil rather sensational artcles have 
lately appeared in Kngland, condemning 
the manner iu which the city of London 
is lighted, and cJaiming, moreover, that 
it is the darkest capital in Furope. 
Whether this is so or not \vi.' leave our 
teclinical eoutempora ries on the other 
side to decide, as several of them were 
appareiitlv eager to liick uii tlu> gauntlet 
thrown down- What, how-ever, is niore 
surprising to us, and no doubt will be 
to our readers, is that the police depart- 
ment of Ijondoii does not make use of 
the tele[)boni'. .Vccording to 'one Of our 
lOnglish contemporaries, there is not a 
IKdiee station in the whole of that great 
metropolis e(iuipped with an instrument 
that has become almost as common ami 
a.s necessary in the United States as the 
electric light. The absence of the 'phone 
in one of the most Important branches of 
the city's service is due, so it is alleged, 
not to any fault of the local telephone 
eompanv, but rather to an unusual con- 
sirvatis'm exhibited by the authorities, 
who havi> rei»eatedly d.'clined to avail 
themseives of the privilege. In this re- 
spect the authorities of London an' ap- 
parently showing the same spirit which 
prompted many of the banking houses to 
ileeliiu? to havi; a telephone installed on 
their premises, on tlii' ground that' " it 
was not (inile respec'l.-iblc." 

Ilow the police depai-tmeni in a cily 
such as Lnnilon ean gi-L along wilhoul 
soiue sijeeily nielhod ol' eommnnieation, 
such : s only tlu; teleph'me' i-an supply, 
i.; inc(jmprehensilile to the ordinai'.v mor- 
tal on Ibis sid<' of the Atlantic. In New 
\'oi-k city, ill the ev(Mit of a child becom- 
ing l(]st or a person disapiieariiig, every 
police sintioii in Ihe department is noti- 
lied |i> thai elTect by telephone in less 
Ihan half an hour from the time the 
news is received. AVe should like to 
know how Ibis sending out of a geneinl 
alarm and description- is accomplished in 
London. I'ohsibly a dozen . messengers 
are dispatched to make the itouuds of all 
the- stations, or .'Uio . telegraph is made 
use of. .i As la contrast to the methods 
adopted hi'Iiohdoh, it may come as a sur- 
prisfe to ^ome-of our English readers to 
learn that during civil and military par- 
ades in New York city, booths are erect- 
ed along tlie route the in-occssion will 
follow, to enable the <diief of police at 
head(|uarters to be constantly kept in- 
torined as to the whereabouts of the 
liaiade or told of any unusual disturb- 
ance. The lire department iu London, 
in contrast to the police departmeni, lias 
tdcphmies iu all tlie lire hous(-s, hni. the 
arrangement is such thai, when a call 
is sent bv telepho]U» it is obliged to pass 
through several exchanges, entailing con- 
siderable' loss of valuabh' time. This 
olijeclioiiable feiiture could be (iveri'ome 
the e.\]ienditure of ^51) a year for 
each station, but small as the cost would 
be. \l is appiinMitly considia-ed by th 
aulhorilies wilful extravagance, and 
matters are left as they are. In .New 
York arrangements have recently bwn 
comnh'ted for attaching telephones t( 
over'v lamii-post having the ordinary sig 
nal ipo.\, so that communication may be 
eslablished between the location of th 
ami head(iuarters.— Electricity.

SICK IN YUKON'S SOLITUDE. 

Young Man Lies Two Months Helpless 
in His Cabin— Rescued at 
Point of Death. 

Dr, U, W. Ycinans,^ agent . ^pf the 

Empire Trnnsportntion cotri'piny at'Daw- 
son, who came down oa the steamship 
l-'irigo from Skagway, brought a story 
of the most awful distress of a young 
miner on (Jalean creek,, in- the Klondike 
untry. 'J'elliiig the Story in Seattle 
he said: t 

" The most iKH-rible case of helpless 
misery which has conte to light tliis 
winter occurred on Galiaia creek the 
past month. CJaleiia is a little known 
creek which empties into the Yukim op- 
posite Monte Cristo island. During the 
past summer a party of two young men 
decided to build a l abin about four miles 
from 'its mouth and jirospect there for the 
winter. A little over two mouths ago 
one partner decided to, go out over the 
ice. .Tumcs Gill, the younger of the two, 
ind about 25 years old, had a peculiarly 
weak feeling about tlu' lower limbs and 
decided not to attempt the trij) himself. 
t;ill had plenty of good provlsionsj and 
before leaving his pai^ner cut hini a 
good supply of wood for use till he 
hoiiUl become strong again. 

" Shortly after the partner's departure 
the unfortnuate youth found himself ut- 
terly unabh? to move about at all. For 
several days he lay in his sleeping bag, 
without lire anil without meals. He 
made tip his mind that this meant death 
if persisted in, so he determined upon 
one more effort to help himself. Crawl- 
from his bag he made an nttcm|>t to 
stand up, but fell on the lioor iu an un- 
conscious heai). lie does not know how 
long ho lay, though it was probably liut 
a few moments, or he would have 
frozen to death. \\'hcn he roused up he 
found his hands and feet frosted-— 
frozen be thought them nt the time.

There.' nre many people now living who 
can remember when joiner work, includ- 
ing even llooring aiul ceiling, was nearly 
all planed by hand— a laliorious process 
that did not in most cases include thickl 
nessinp, and was conseiiuenlly an infer- 
ior method, except p<'rhiips r-.s to rniished 
surfaces; and even this exeeptiiui is not 
to bc' made in comparison with the fixed 
Icnife iilaning machine employed in Fu- 
rojie, and- more notaijJy with Kinoothiug 
machines invented in .he United Sintes. 

Measured by maiuiKl energy, which 
may lie taken as 2, ."100 foot-pounds, 
one-lliirlcenth of a horse power, for 
strong man, it would lake 130 men to 
ef(ual the ]ilaning machine before nam 
ed: but there is a difference in favor of 
the inachiiio in the guidance and applica- 
tion of the cut ting edges that justifies the 
ratios lie fore nanu'd. 

These comparisons convey an Idea of 
llie extraordinary economic results of 
inachinory ntlained in the principal pro- 
cesses of wood-conversion. They seem 
iiieredlble. but there are no longer means 
of comparing. becauHe values nre now 
adjusleil to the mnebinc-iirodnct alone, 
anil hand-work no longer exists. — .Tohn 
nichards.' in Tlie KngineeTing Jlngii- 
zine for February.

A'v'ith the aniiexalion of new territory 
by Ihe Uniled Slates the :iinible-lingered 
dispenscT of li(|uiil refreshment finds il 
incumbent ujion him lo extend his reiier- 
toire, while Ihe devotee of Hacchns has 
thrust iijioii him newly and, (.strangely 
ci>ni]iouniled assuagers of tljj," demon 
thirst. l''rom Cuba, from I'o'rio Uico, 
from the l'hiliii]iines, and from the Sand- 
wich Islands come liquid fancies — some 
mitivo, some invented by residents of 
imn-e extensive experience, but one and 
all different from the Hips and coolers 
and cocktails, daisies aud sours and 
mashes of our nati-re land. 

l'''irst ,df all must be considered pimento, 
that frasprant stlmi|lant with endless pos- 
sibilities • known so ' well' 'in. Cuba. 'A 
glass well ■•filled with lice, k'llme Av'ell 
squeezed,^ a dash ''bt pimento dram, a 
siuiiy of seltzer or olnh sodn, the- mix- 
ture then well stirred, and you have a 
lizz which many think better by far than 
one of. gin or Avhiske.v,. 

Molasses or brown sugar takes the 
place of syrup in the drinks of Porto 
Uico and Manila. ' They gave a peculiar 
llavor much liked by the natives, but 
which is not always appreciated by 
others. In any of the recipes given gum 
may be Hubstituted for molasses if de- 
sired, although in some cases it is tlie 
after which gives the dislinctire llavor. 

A typical I'orlo Uico cocktail is made 
from a jiony of .Tamaica rum, two or 
three dashes of molasses, and one dash 
of ]iimento dram, all stirred with ice and 
strained into a thin glass. 

Another typical cocktail has for its 
base one-third jiart of vanilla cordial. 
To this are added two-thirds brandy and 
a dash of pimenio dram. The oil from a 
bit of lemon rind adds zest to the tipiile, 
and is squeezed uihiu the top after strain- 
ing. 

Hii^e wine is not unknown here, al- 
though in no great demand, Mulle<l, it 
is quite a favorite iu the riiilippines, 
where, under a warm sun, Its intoxiea- 
ling effects are fully aiMireciated. A 
gnu-barrel is generally used by the na- 
tives in preparing the mulled potion, a 
superstition jirevailing that the drink 
comi)onn(led absorbs some of the pecu- 
liarly effective fighting qualitiCH of the 
gun and gives strength accordingly. 

More deadly than rice wine is barley 
ale. Old ami exiierienced drinkers have 
been brought to grief by a couple of 
glasses of this palatable intoxicant.

Hamoans have a fermented.: drink made 
from awa root, which, 1 how9Ter,' is not 
popular with whites who. have once ex- 
perienced its effects. According to re- 
liort, one glass, is BUfilcicnt to put the 
average man under the table, whih.' 
three or four glasses have been known 
to put seasoned drinkers to bed for a 
week. 

A favorite cocktail in Havana is made 
of one-quarter curacao, one-quarter mar- 
aschino, one-half brandy, a few drops of 
lemon juice and a dash of quino bitters. 
The mi.\ture is well stirred with ice and 
strained into glasses. 

Otiracao and maraschino in equal (inaii- 
tities is a favorite cordial. It is served 
alone or witJi a dash of quino liitters on 
the toi# These bitters are much used 
in the West Indies in all drinks. They 
are a pleasant stimulant and exeelleal 
stomach tonic. They ari' made from the 
liark of a tree resenililing eiiichona. 

(iiiirdilec is made in some parts oC the 
Saiidwieli Islands. It is prejiared from 
sugar caiie. The cane is cho])|)ed into 
pieces an inch or so in leiiglli and 
placed in a trough exposed to the sun. 
Water is added from lime to timo as 
fermentation iirogresses. When this 
has reached Ihe jiroper stage the mass 
is distilled over a slow lire. 

Ti> iiiqiarl new sensations to a hard- 
ened jialatc a moderate use of iiieiiniiaiui 
is recommended, but long-continued use 
of this tipple results in the complete shiil- 
lering of the nervous system. The nian- 
nfaetnre of mequoana is carried on prin- 
ci|ially ill Honolulu. Native colTee is 
liist roasted and cnishi'd. then mixed 
with an equal part by weight of molasses 
and water. The mass is allowed to fer- 
ment and the wine is then distilled. 

For "long drinl;s" i-esideiits of the 
PhlllippincH have . ..inpuinided lu o di- 
llclous beverages wliieh vie with one uii- 
other for preference in the )iopular taste. 
IJoth are new to Americans, allhough 
the ingredients are readily obtainable 
here. The foundation of one consists of 
cinnamon, cloves and nutmeg, \yith 
strips of orange and lemon peel, and thi> 
juice of nn jopangp.: and..j. lemon, , three 
ponies of bratidy,i'(me.':i6f.'riun ami a like 
quantity of ViohichnarbV • ' These higred- 
ients should be placed in an oartheni 
howl for two hours, after which flie 
liquor may bo drawn ofT, iced and sorvoil. 

The other "long" drink is made by tak- 
ing equal parts of all the fruits available 
—limes, lemons, oranges, bananas, iiiuo- 
npples, pears, poaches, grapes, figs nii- 
sins and berries. They are -crushed to- 
gether in an earthern mortar, water is 
added, and the whole is boiled for twenty 
minutes. After being allowed to cool 
and settle, tJie clear liquor is drawn off. 
To every quart of liquor add two ponies 
of brandy, one pony curacao, one pony 
nmnisehiiio and (me-lialf imny of rum. 
Mix thoroughly, strain and hoi tie for fu- 
ture use. .Serve with cracked ice.

Lambeth I'alatt', 

The visitor is shown over the palace 
by the porter (who is also the areh- 
bishiip's apparitor). This fmiclionary is 
a walking guide book, and has the his- 
tory of the palace at his lingers' ends. 
He taltes U8 first to the Lollard's Tower, 



which dates from the twelfth century, a 
lonely old building of grey^.'stone envelop- 
ed in ivy. This wail';theV:iirison of the 
palace, though it is'douhtful if any Lol- 
lards tverc ever coufined in it. The large 
cell is pannellM; inv;oak,';'<:oy«red with 
initials, and here and . : there hearing 
marks of burning, supposed to be from 
the branding iron. The fireplace is rath- 
er a mystery, for the cliininey is bricked 
up, and it is said that prisoners wore 
suffocated witli charcoal burnt in it- One 
escape is recorded from this tower, The 
Kev. Francis AVake maile liis way 
through the window into a boat brought 
by his wife. In doing so he broke his 
legs, the rope being too short; but he es- 
i-aped safely to France. He afterwards 
relurned and at the Iteformatiou be- 
came Bishoj) of St. Albans. 

Fnan the roof of the tower a fine view 
of^ Loudon and the snbiirbs may be oh- 
lained, extending as far south as the 
(.'rystal Palace. Ou Ihe opiai.sile side of 
Ihe river is St. Hartholoinew's eluircli. 
with its four towers. It is related of 
this building tliat (}ueeu lOlizabeth, ou 
lieing asked after what style she would 
wish it built, kicked over her footstool, 
saying, "Build it tiius." 



Doscciidiug the. broken . iuid tortuous 
stairs, we are led to the guard room, 
of the palace. In the west wall is tlie 
wnter-gute, now plastered up. This is 
one of the most interesting features of 
the palace which wo picture to ourselves 
the host of kings, princes and captains 
who must have passed beneath it on 
visits to the archbishops. Catherine of 
Aragon, shortly before her death, alight- 
ing at this gate when she came to have 
licr sentence of divorcement conlirmed 
by Craniner. 

We next enter the private chapel. Ou 
the wall to the right and left of the door 
are marble tablets bearing the niuues 
of all the archbi.shopH ot Canterbury, 
beginiiiag with St, Augustine, The 
carved oak screen is of tlie date of 
Charles I, and the roof is ipiite'inodern, 
though copied from ancient work in the 
crypt- '.l"he stained windows are also 
iiiodei-n, though copied from " The Poor 
Jinn's J-!ible," and consist of a scries oC 
ri'ia-eseiilatioiis of biblical events from 
the Croat iiai to the Last .Tudgment. The 
lust window, as nn inscription boars wit-, 
iicss. was eiveted by the Ameaican 
bishops visiting Lambeth some ten years 
ago. .

At Uic time of the fall of the first 
Napoleon the princes of. the old world 
were still ovenvhelmed with the horror 
of the. 'terrible scenes that had signalized 
the overthrow of monarchj; in'!

It was 
theroforo only natural that their union 
shonhl take the form of an agreement to 
combat everything that partook , of the 
nature of republicanism ami democracy, 
and while England did not openly join 
what was known as the Holy Alliance, 
she to all intents and purposes formed 
Iiart of the latter until the deaths of 
Kiue (roors-'e IV. and of his brother and 
sucecs.sor, AVilliam IV.

the nation, especiully with regard to its 
foreign relations. There is no monarch 
ill tlie world who has more honorably 
observed the stipulations of the national 
cmistitution lliait Quooii Victoria. Ac- 
cording to the constitution the conduct 
of the external iioliey of the nation 
should be vested in the hands of that 
■member of the cabinet who is responsible 
to piirliaiiieiit for the same. Yet every- 
one knows that it Is Queen A'ictoria who 
has liersolf been the foreign minister of 
the iiritisli empire throughout her reign, 
ami who has maintained a strong bold 
on llio affairs of the nation, thanks to 
whieli circumstance alone war M-as 
tiverled between England and the United 
States at the time of the Treat contro- 
versv in 1861. In the same way it is 
Emperor William who virtually directs 
the foroiga poUcy of Germany, .-while tlie 
Ooniits MuraveilE-and- Goluclioyski are 
more the clerks than the mtiiiaters of tlie 
czar and the emperor, of 'Austria respec- 
tively. President Fjiure!-.. contributed 
more te bring about the. alliance between 
his country and' Bossiil.;than any other 
French statesman, .while Overypne in this 
country is nivare of the riiastcrly role 
played .' by President BIcKinley in the 
mminKement of the foreign rolutions of 
the 'Dhitcd States throughout the year 
which has just been brought lo so glor- 
ious a close for Amcriea.

':Mell)uunic, Victoria, Feb. 2,— The 
unanimous agreeuieut linnlly readied by 
tlie Australian colonial premiers, wlio 
have been in conference here for some 
days regarding certain unsottlod qiics 
tioiis connected with the Australian fed- 
eration bill, referred to thcni by the col- 
onial legislatures, seems to insure the 
success of the federation proji'cl. 

Till! federal capilal will be like Wash- 
ington, federal territory, the existing 
capials being excluded. It will bi^ estab- 
lished in New Soutli Wales, b'at at least 
a hundred p;i!cs from Sydney, the colon- 
ial capital, rending the erection of a 
capitol building the Austriiliaii parlia- 
nieiit will meet in .Melbourne. 'I'lie par- 
liarticnt is to consist of a sciiiUe and a 
house of representatives and lui absolute 
majority of iiienibers of both houses shall 
decide all dilTer(Mices that may arise be- 
tween the two. In other respects tl:o 
I original bill is unaltorwl. 

The delay in aceoiui)lishing Australian 
federation " lias been pri;icii)iilly 'li"-' to 
the hesitating iwliey of New South 
AVales, the chief trouble originating witli 
tlie tiiiaiieial ba.sis of the proposed eom- 
monwe:ilth. The matter first cuuie form- 
ally before the reprospntativos of tlio 
colonies !it a convention which met in 
Vdoiaide in March, ISO". ThOi colonics 
of Victoria, New South "Walds, Tas- 
mania and South and West Australia 
sent delegates. ltesolution.s were adopted 
embodying the principles of the new con- 
stitution and a committee, ■^va8 appointed 
to di-aCt a, hill io,be.;ropor^ed to ihb con- 
vention, and "itheh .afteittdiscussion, to be 
referred to the;;various'.' colonial legisla- 
ture^i "The draft haviiie.be'ea made, sub- 
mitted i'attdmQllii^ied by the convention, 
went to" the icolo'nial legislatures in 
March of that year. The subsequent dis- 
cussion revealed tlie existence of an im- 
portant federal section, the crux of the 
difficulty being the question of securing 
tile rights of the smaller states, without 
depriving the others of tin; advantages 
which should be theirs from the fact of 
their larger populations. 

One by one, however, the colonies, with 
the exception of Now South Wales, n\y- 
liroved the bill. Victoria, South Austra- 
lia, West Australia and Tasmania derive 
their revenues from excise and cnstoins 
duties but in South Wales these have 
been partially abolished, their place being 
taken by income and land taxes. The 
oiipoiu'iils of (he fiHleration project in 
New South ^Vales contendcil, that as a 
federal government the four protectionist 
colonies would lose a large portion of 
their revenues by the abolition of border 
(Itities and as a federal tariff of n some- 
what prohibitive nature would bcL'nino 
necessar.v, except in New Sontli \\'ales, 
when.' tlieri> are no border duties to be 
i-eptriUnl, the practical result ■ivyuld be 
that (he defieif-nt revenues of the four 
pr(itectionist colonies would liavi; to be 
made good very largely at tin.' expense of 
New Smith Wales. That is to say, Aus- 
Iralinn fedcn'ation on tlu? lines of tln^ bill 
as originally preiilircfl, would iiie:ui an in- 
<rease of taxation on the parent colony 
and diminish fiscal burilens in the colon- 
ies, Aiiart from this feature, the New 
South Wales colonists liave all^ along ap- 
jirovcd the iiroposeil constitution. 

The .\uslriiliaii federation bill vests 
the legislative authority in the (.)ueen, 
wiio will be reiiresiMitcd hy a governor- 
general, and in two houses of parliament 
till? members of each being selected on 
tlie basis of manhood suffrage and each 
elector having only one vote. Each col-

state to another. Regulating also boun- 
ties on the production, or export of 
goods; borrowing money on the public 
credit of the fedoration; postal, telc- 
gr!i[)liic and other like services.; naval 
ami military defence; navigation and 
sliipiiing. 

The e.xenulive govornmeiit is to con- 
sist of sovpn ininisterK, with salarici ag- 
gregating £12,000 per aununi. The ox- 
liendituro of the fi^leral government is 
estimated at £1,.'")00,000 per annum. Each 
state will for the present retain posses- 
sion of ils own railways subject lo the 
control of an intorstute coniinission, and 
so long as this is the case the federal 
government ■will not have charge of '■thd 
public assot.>i. ■

I'neniles of the administration have made 
imieli ot the former strained relations bi 
tweeii Secretary Alger and Gen, Merrltt, 
and they eaiiiiot well criticize tho promo 
lien of Merrltt to tile coniaiaiid. 

New York, Feb, 3, — A WaRhlngton' dos 
lialeli to the I'ress says the orders relloTlng 
Gen, Miles of his command have not hoon 
signed by the President, hut this action 
Is practically settled upon.

COLDEST OF ALL THINGS.) . 

Prof. Dewur's Experiments Witli Liquid 
- ■ ■ Hydrogen, . 

London, Jan.' 22.— It is now eight 
months since the anal triumph ot the 
laboratory, the liquefying ot hydrogen, 
was accompUslied, and Prof. Dewar at tho 
Itoyal Institution last cvoalilg described 
that most volatile ot gasses when re- 
iluced to the coldest substance over known. 

When pure It Is a colorless, transiiarent 
lliiuld. with considerable retractive power. 
It has a woll-deflncd meniscus, but no ap- 
pearance of being a metal, as Faraday 
thought It might prove to be. It is not 
a conductor of elect rlclty. Its density Is 
verv deceptive. At lirst he thought It 
might be about halt that ot water, but by 
measuring a given volume and ascertain- 
ing how nuieli gas It produeed, found 
its density to be only one-funrteentb. of 
that of water, or sl.v times less than that 
of the lightest liquid . hitherto;. known. One 
litre weighed only seventy Sigmnlmes., It 
Instantly froze and solldlflcrt air and oxy- 
gen, and hence enaliled the density ot 
those two solids (o he ascertained, 

.\ little ball cooled In it and exiioseii 
to tho air was llrst covered wltli a coat- 
ing. ot,8ol)d air, and then began to drli> 
ll(iald'nlr.--?A piece of cotton wool soak- 
ed In It appeared tf> be magnetic, but 
the liquid Itself. Prof, Pewar is satisfied. 
Is not niagiK-lic. 'I'bls plienomenon must 
therefore he diii' to the cotton wo<d be- 
ing imniodlalelv hlled with solid oxygen, 
v,-bleh Is hlghlv iniignetlc.
